a grip secured to a second end of said shaft. 

to. (Canceled) The golf putter as defined in claim 9, wherein said putter head is 
substantially cylindrical and said length is greater than a diameter of said putter head. 

11. (Presently Amended) The golf putter as defined in claim 10 9, wherein at least a 
first portion of said shaft extends substantially transversely to said flange. 

12. (Presently Amended) The golf putter as defined in claim +0 9, wherein an entire 
length of said shaft extends substantially transversely to said flange. 

13. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein a portion of 
said shaft including said grip extends at an angle with respect to said first portion of said shaft. 

14. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 11, wherein a second 
portion of said shaft extends at an angle with respect to said first portion of said shaft- 

15. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 14, wherein a third 
portion of said shaft extends at an angle with respect to said second portion of said shaft. 

16. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 15, wherein said third 
portion of said shaft extends substantially parallel to said first portion of said shaft. 
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17. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 1 6, wherein said grip is 
secured to said third portion of said shaft. 

18. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 10, wherein a length of 
said flange is substantially equal to said length of said putter head. 

19. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 18, wherein a length of 
said flange is longer than said putter head. 

20. (Canceled) The golf putter as defined in claim 18, wherein a thickness of said 
flange is less than the diazneter of said putter head. 

21 . (Presently Amended) The golf putter as defmed in claim W 9, wherein said flange 
includes a base portion secured to said putter head and a distal portion for receiving said shaft. 

22. (Presently Amended) The golf putter as defined in claim ¥ir 9, wherein said flange 
is of a triangular configuration and a base of said triangular configuration is in contact with said 
putter head. 

23. (Originally Presented) The golf putter as defined in claim 22, wherein the shaft 
extends fi'om an apex of said triangular configuration of said flange. 
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
